per development in depth and the pro- 
perty was closed down with an excel- 
lent prospect for a long continued law- 
suit. 


At Sutter Creek, in Amador county, 


the visitor to the 
town looks 
with 


wonder at the great blue-black 
dumps 


at the side of the road as he rides 
down Sutter Hill. 
All is quiet and 


idle now, the buildings are 
gone and 


no one is about. 
Only the massive 


stone foundations and rusty old engines 
and boilers are left to mark the site 
of one time activity and wealth. 
This 


is the 
famous 
Consolidated 
Eureka 


mine, the greatest of them all, with a 
record of $20,000,000, and said to be a 
good mine still. Itwas worked to a 
depth of 2100 feet, and was still pro- 
fitable, but the timbers 
in the lower 


levels took fire one unfortunate 
day 


and 
the water 
was 
turned into the 


workings to extinguish the fire and it 
has never since been taken out. 
This 


is the story of the old Eureka. 
It is 


owned by Mrs Hetty Green, of New 
York, said to be the richest woman in 
the world, but for some 
reason 
Mrs 


Green 
seems 
indisposed 
to 
re-equip 


and re-open the famous old bonanza. 


Speaking 
of 
the passing 
of 
once 


famous mines, W. H. Storms in the 
Pacific Miner has 
the following con- 


cerning some of the idle mines of the 
county: 


At the Soldiers' 
Home, 
at Leaven- 


worth, is an old man, passed 
90 years 


of age, who was once 
very wealthy. 


When he decided 
he 
was 
too old to 


further attend to business 
he divided 


his property between 
his two daugh- 


ters on an agreement 
that they keep 


him until he died. 
The usual thing 


happened. 
As soon as they got hold 


of the property they kicked him out, 
and he went to the 
Soldiers' 
Home 


where, with the $20

GET IN YOUR PETITIONS. 


The coming week will see 
the close of filingpapers for 


party nominations. 
Most of the petitions for county offices 


have already been filed with the county clerk. 
While there 


is ample time yet in which to circlate petitions for signatures 
itis well to impress 
upon 
candidates 
the inadvisability of 


putting offthe presentation of the papers until the last day 
or so. 
They must bear in mind that the mere leaving of the 


papers with the county clerk is not tantamount 
to filing the 


same —it is merely a preliminary ttep, and itdoes not neces- 
sarily follow that they willbe filed. 
The clerk has his duty 


to perform in relation thereto. Itis his business 
to carefully 


examine the papers and 
the signatures 
thereto attached, 
and 


see ifthe law is substantially complied with. In case of any 
material discrepancy, 
he is required .to refuse filing, until 


the objections have been overcome. 
This is where the danger 


of delay comes in. Ifthe petitions are 
not offered until the 


last moment, and inaccuracies 
are discovered 
which are a bar 


to filing,there would be no time left within which to make the 
required amendments; 
consequently 
the candidate 
would be 


left out in the cold—shut offthe primary ballot of bis party 
through his own neglect 
to get his papers in on time. 
To 


avoid the possibility of disappointment 
on this line, nomin- 


ating petitions 
should 
be filed at 
the 
earliest 
possible 


moment from now on—the sooner the better. 
The waiting 


game has nothing in its favor at this.late stage. 


The light of the sun has been esti- 


mated by M. Nordman, a French phy- 
sicist, to equal 319,000 standard'candles 
for each square centimeter 
ofits sur- 


face. 
Vega and Sirius were found 
to 


have the great luminosity of 6,000,000 
candles per square 
centimeter, but; on 


the other hand, reddish Aldebaran, has 
a bightness of only 22,000 candles, 
and 


Rho Persei 
has 
a dimness 
as low as 


4000 candles. 


A practical method of electroplating 


aluminum is claimed by a Berlin firm, 
and durable 
plated aluminum 
ware is 


expected to become common in the near 
future. In the many previous attempts 
the plating has peeled off in a short 
time 
This has been found to be due to 


the presence of a filmof oxide on 
the 


aluminum, 
and 
a simple 
process 
of 


removing this has insured the produc- 
tion of good and permanent 
coatings. 


Some 
plated 
aluminum 
spoons 
were 


boiled eight 
hours in strong caustic 


soda solution, then allowed 
to remain 


in the cold solution 
36 hours 'more. 


Protected by the plating 
the spoons 


were unharmed, but inspots intention- 
allyleft uncovered the aluminum 
was 


completely eaten away. Itis estimated 
that this test 
is about equivalent 
to 


washing household articles with soda, 
etc.. for 18 months to two years. 


The "Carbic" cakes made in York- 


shire are 
designed to give Improved 


lighting by acetylene, and consist of a 
mixture of granulated calcium carbide, 
sulphur 
and 
sugar 
compressed 
into 


cylindrical masses. 
The carbide being 


surrounded 
by a protective 
covering, 


that is proof against dampnesss of the 
air, decomposition 
takes 
place only in 


contact with liquid moisture. 
The sur« 


face reached by the water is only part 
carbide, and the acetylene is notevolved 
at the usual excessively high rate, but 
is given off more gradually and evenly. 
The lime formed falls away freely. In 
the special generators the carbide cakes 
are suspended in a cage, and the press- 
ure that forces 
water up to them is 


governed by the gas itself,so that gen- 
eration is automatically adjusted 
to 


consumption. 
A feature of the system 


is the washing of the gas 
by passing 


through water and its purification 
by 


chemicals. 
The cakes save waste 
and 


make handling easier, and the purity of 
the gas and regularity of pressure give 
a clear white 
flame, that is free from 


haze and does not clog the burner. 


The most powerful street lamp in the 


world, the high pressure gas lamp late- 
lyset up opposite the Aldwyeh skating 
rink InLondon.emits a lightof at least 
4500 candle-power. 
This is three times 


the candle-power of anyother gas light 
in England, more than ten 
times that 


of a powerful arc lamp, and nearly 300 
times that of the ordinary incandescent 


BOOMERANG 
TACTICS. 


The new 
thermoplie known as 
the 


Davidson thermo-generator 
has copper- 


antimony couples, each 
consisting ofa 


vertical copper 
tube, 
to the 
top of 


which is soldered a float strip of anti- 
mony,which passes horizontally inward 
and then vertically downward 
around 


a porcelain-like 
block. 
Using 
50 


couples connected in series, the copper 
tubes are arranged in twoparallel rows 
of 25 each, 
with the antimony strips 


approaching 
one another 
at the 
top. 


Running the whole length of the 
ap- 


paratus 
directly under 
the antimony 


strips is a burner, with anumber ofjets 
for gas or alcohol vapor, and the white 
blocks retain 
the heat. 
Heating one 


minute gives full current, which may 
reach 3 amperes 
at 4 volts. 
The gen- 


erator may be used hours continuously, 
and takes ths place ofdry batteries for 
a medical lamp, a fan or other 
pur- 


poses. 


Considering the number of species of 


animals, A. E. Shipley, in a British 
association 
paper,has pointed out that 


most species 
of large 
animals —es- 


pecially of 
mammals— are 
probably 


now known, but that insects and small 
animals infgeneral still offer a vast 
field for exploration. A few years ago 
Guenther showed 
that the number 
of 


known species of allkinds had increased 
from 73,588 in 1830 to 311,653 in 1881. 
In the half century, the known species 
of mammals had grown from 1200 
to 


2300 ;birds from 3900 to11,000 :reptiles 
543 to 3400 ;fishes 3500 to 11,000 ;mol- 
lusks 11,000 to 33,000; 
moss 
animal- 


cules 40 to 120 ;crustacea, 1290 to 7500 ; 
arachnida 
(spder3, etc.) 1048 to 8070; 


myriapods(centlpedes, 
etc) 450 to 1300; 


insects 49,100 to 220.150; echinodermata 
(sea urchins, 
starfishes, 
etc. ) 230 to 


18,043; worms,372 to 6070; collenterata 
500 
to 2200 ;foraminifera 
50 
to 400; 


and protozoa 
305 
to 3500. 
The 
new 


species discovered since 1881 have prob- 
ably averaged 12J000 annually, making 
the total number now known more than 
600,000. The insects were estimated by 
Sharpe in 1895 at a quarter of a million 
species, and he concluded that ten times 
as many remained to be found. 


The exhaustion of soils is now under- 


stood to be due inpart to plant poisons 
formed, and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is seeking to gain 
some knowledge of these 
substances. 


So far four 
new crystalline 
organic 


compounds 
have 
been 
described —one 


quite injurious to wheat seedlings 
and 


a second 
somewhat harmful—and 
a 


number of others have been isolated. 


The electric recorders used 
by-Ber- 


lin traction companies for two or three 
years have effected 
important; econo- 


Tnies, although costing $10 each, 
while 


requiring 13 extra employees for 
3000 


conductors. 
The apparatus is a clock 


that 
automatically stops 
and 
starts 


with the car. 
A definite time is al- 


lowed for the round 
trip, and if the 


record shows too much loss from stops, 
motorman 
and conductor 
are 
given 


fresh training, and 
are discharged if 


no improvement follows. 
The new de- 


vice has led to an increase 
of 
10 per 


cent in speed, witha decrease of 20 or 
30 per cent in repairs 
of motors 
and 


brakes. . 


The effect of ambition, rivalry and 


the like on human 
effort has 
been 


long recognized, 
but modern 
psycho- 


logists have 
noted a 
more 
subtle 


stimulus in mere companionship. 
The 


individual becomes 
quite transformed 


when in a group. 
His work is done 


quicker and better, and this is true not 
only ofadults but of children, 
whose 


study at home has been 
shown 
by 


tests to be inferior to that done in the 
class-room. 'The mysterious 
influence 


is apparent even inlower animals. 
In 


testing the 
responses 
of the nervous 


system of the dog. Mosso 
found 
that 


the presence of the master in the room 
affected the result; and in experiments 
on dogs at Harvard University 
the 


presence 
of 
the 
experimenter 
had 


marked effect. 
This social stimulus, 


it is 
declared, 
colors 
everything. 


Prisoners seek itin pathetic 
way by 


making pets of mice and flies; and 
children have social instincts so strong 
that if unfortunately 
isolated 
they 


are 
apt 
to create 
imaginary 
com- 


panions and to livein a dream 
world 


of society. : These facts 
have 
impor- 


tant bearing on other problems besides 
those teaching, with which they are 
considered by Prof. W. H. Burnham, 
of Clark University. 


Republicans 
should 
be 
wary about falling into traps laid 


by democrats. 
Political office-seekers naturally perfer a weak 


opponent 
to a strong one. 
This may not be commendable 


from a patriotic view point, but it is partisanship all tht 
same. 
It not infrequently happens 
that an aspirant 
for 


office willendeavor 
to manipulate things on the other side so 


as to secure 
a weak nominee on the opposite 
ticket. 
This is 


much easier under the direct primary plan than it was under 
the convention system, especially 
where there is an indisposi- 


tion to volunteer as a candidate. 
Any tendency of democrats 


to fix up republican politics should 
be discouraged in every 


way. 
A vacancy on the republican ticket is much to be pre- 


ferred to the nomination of a concededly 
weak and vulner- 


able candidate. 
We don't have to play into the hands of the 


euemy in that fashion. 
We don't want to load up withdead- 


Weight for the sake of filling up the ticket. 


Our democratic friends have started out in the local can- 


vass on a peculiar, and 
for them 
very inconsistent, line of 


policy. 
The issues 
between candidates of opposing parties 


are not fairlydrawn. 
The contests 
now on are hetweeu rival 


candidates of the same party for the respective nominations. 
But for all jthis, itis wafted to our ears that efforts are being 
made to stir up prejudices for party purposes 
on the basis of 


issues that have been dead and buried for twenty years past. 
As a general 
proposition 
voters are 
naturally disposed 
to 


frown upon such ill-advised efforts, unless 
the matters re 


ferred to invove the integrity of the candidate or his fitness 
for the position sought. 
Moreover, the attempt to resurrect 


issues from the dead past should be distasteful 
to democrats 


particularly, who are not slow to protest against waving the 
crimson garment at this late period. 
People are extremely 


touchy when itcomes to appealing 
to sectarian 
prejudices in 


trying to make these ghosts of the grave return 
to rekindle 


bitterness 
and prejudice. 
Party necessity 
cannot [and will 


not be accepted in justification of such conduct. 
While these 


crude 
attempts 
at "doing politics ?' should be and willbe 


generally condemned 
regardless 
of partyism, from a strictly 


party standpoint, 
the republicans 
have 
no reason 
to com- 


plain. 
They look upon this democratic move as a blunder 


of the worst kind, freighted only with disaster 
to themselves. 


Like an old rusty gun, the discharge 
of which is apt to do 


more execution behind than in front, this weapon willsurely 
prove a boomerang. 
Itis wellfor the ultra political partisan 


to remember that the average 
voter takes 
littleslock in his 


extreme methods, and efforts to enforce them willwork havoc 
only in the house ofhis friends.
